nounced today. 
: That was a solid 15 per cent 


•jweain over the previous record high 
•fit $13,800,387,575.90 in wartime 
fiscal 1945; 32 per cent above the' 
$38,957,131,768 collected in fiscal 
1950. 


'And it was 19 times more than 


the government collected only 17 
years ago, in 1934—$2,640,603,828.

admitted yesterday partici- 
pating in a kidnap-robbery in 
Dixon May 29, according to 
State's Attorney Morey C. 
*ires. Rowland is in the cus- 
tody of Cook county authori- 
ies for robbery. 


Rowland, who first refused 


;o admit any connection with 
the Lee county crime, broke 
down under questioning Fri- 
day afternoon and signed a 
statement admitting connec- 
;ion with the offense in Dixon. 


He was indicted by the Lee 


county grand jury June 29 along 
with Alex Eugene Mercer Jr.u 22, 
and Wayne Kenkrick, 19, for rob- 
bery, kidnaping arid larceny of a 
motor vehicle. 


On Probation 


Rowland was on probation from 


the prison at Pendleton, Ind., at 
the time of the offense. In Cook 
county he has been indicted on 
three counts of armed robber. He 
allegedly held up two insurance 
salesmen and a lingerie shop. The 
jun allegedly used in the Dixon 
lold-up and kidnaping has been 
recovered. It is a 9 millimeter 
Luger pistol.

In his statement he told how 


tie eluded capture at 
Western 


Springs when Kendrick and Mer- 
cer were arrested with the car' 
stolen in Dixon. The auto was 
property of Pfc. Ed Wells, 19, Rt. 
3, Sterling, one of the kidnap vic- 
tims. After robbing Wells and 
Miss LaVonne Falk, 18, of 711% 
Pcoria av., taking them for a two 
hour "ride" and leaving them at 
a hog house outside Dixon, the 
three Negroes drove toward Chi- 
cago. 


Stopped At Western Spring* 
On the way the car had a flat 


tire. They put on the spare and 
drove on. Near Western Springs 
they had a second flat tire. At a 
service station they woke the at- 
tendant and attempted to buy a 
tire. Rowland stated* he was in 
the rest room inside the station 
when officers in a police cruiser 
spotted the stolen car parked out- 
side. They arrested Kendrick and 
Mercer in the car as Rowland fled 
through the weeds. 'A gun holster 
was found near' the station. 


Chicago First 


State's Attorney Pires said to-

,duty. He declined to say what 
foreign office rank the official held 
or give any indication of his job. 


Neither of the men was Identi-

Request Vigilance 


The spokesman said the home 


office.ha* been asked to instruct 
, immigration authorities to report 


•'"any attempt of the two men to 


leave the country. 


The spokesman said the atom 


scientist was notified Thursday 
that his passport had been can- 
celled and he was asked to return 
it. The passport has not been re- 
turned as yet to the foreign ff- 
fice and immigration authorities 
have been ordered to impound it 
if the scientist attempts to use It. 


•This action was taken because 


it was not considered in the na 
tional interest that thi* gentle 
man should .make his proposed 
journey to Moscow at this time,' 
the spokesman told his regular 
daily news conference.

Ab- 
dullah claimed direct descent from 
the prophet.

a light bulb into the car in prepa- 
ration for cleaning. He blamed a 
spark from a defective wire or 
from the light bulb for igniting the 
fumes.

and other economic controls for one year. 


The bill would:

1. Allow a 20 per cent increase m rents over July, 


1947, levels.

2. Increase the pay-off time for both new and used 


cars, bought on the installment plan, from 15 to 21 


3. Reduce down payments on household appliances 


from 25 to 15 per cent and lengthen the pay-off period 
from 15 to 18 months. The trade-in vlue of an old appli-. 
ance could be used as part of. the down payment. 


4 Reduce down payments on household furniture 


and floor coverings from 15 to 10 per cent, with 21 
instead of 15 months to pay. 
5. Allow homes costing up to $10,000 to be bought 


with only a 10 per cent down payment, with 25 years 
to pay off the mortgage. 
% 
The bills also: Contains a ban on imports of fats 


and oils, peanuts and dairy products for two years; 
keeps the 10 per cent beef rollback m effect, but bars 
any further reduction: allows a 10 per cent rollback m 
the prices pf some other farm products; and refuses 
President Truman the authority to acquire and operate 
defense plants or to license businesses. 


All these actions are subject to change by a house- 


senate conference committee.

That's where the bill goes next. The conference 


committee will iron out differences between the house 
byi and the senate bill. The latter extends controls for 
only eight months.

Preserve Rustic Furniture 


Now that you've been sitting 


around in your garden chairs for 
a while, soaking up the sun and 
cold lemonade, you're' likely to 
notice that the summer furniture 
isn't quite as 'spruce looking as 
you thought it was when you lug- 
ged it out of winter storage. 


Or maybe you've finished build- 


ing the lawn chairs we described in 
a recent column, and having ad- 
mired the . natural wood long 
enough by now, want to slick 
things up for the rest of the sea- 
son. 


A friend got us started on this 


mid-season research because he 
was worried about the effect of 
weather on his rustic garden furni- 
ture—the kind made of round, un- 
dressed saplings, which seems to 
be pretty popular these days. Al- 


ternate rain and sun is beginning 
to split the wood and make the 
furniture come apart at the seams. 


Easy Job 


This fellow will find he has a 


really easy job on his hands. Plain 
old linseed oil is just about the 
best friend rustic furniture ever 
had. 
It not only preserves the 


wood; it preserves rustic look, too. 


Brush or rub it in generously— 


two or three coats of it, depending 
on how_it soaks up. Allow a couple 
of hours between coats, and when 
the final coat is dry, rub it down 
briskly. While yu're at it, soak the 
raw ends of the sapling in the oil 
so they won't absorb up rain and 
dew. Where the joints are begin- 
ning to loosen '.apply waterproof 
glue, reset the nails and lash

things down until the glue* dries. 


Use Enamel

priming any rust spots.

material when you first got it; set- 
tle for a plain solid color in the 
renovation job.

•To ease the space problem, the 
garage can serve double-duty pur- 
poses. 'It can be used as a teen- 
age recreation area, family hobby- 
room or workshop, by finishing 
the interior attractively.

The great deterrent to convert- 


ing the basement into a recrea- 
tion room, children's play space or 
teen-age clubroom—the moisture 
so often present—need not dis-/J 
courage any home-owner. 


First, surface water on the 


lawn outside should drain away 
from the house. If it does not, a 
few cubic yards of topsoil banked 
all 
around 
the .foundation 
a 


height of 2 or 3 inches and slop- 
ing away from the foundation four 
or five feet and then seeded to 
grass will help to cure the trouble. 


The 
interior basement walls ^ 


should be painted with a watcr-^y 
proofing compound. These come 
in powder form in many colors. 
The powder is mixed with water 
* 


to a thick consistency and applied 
to the concrete. Besides water- 
proofing, this gives the basement 
walls any desired color. 
• ' 


Water-Rexistant Floor 


After the walls are treated, the 


floor should be covered with tile. 
This material is waterproof andt. 
seals out any moisture arising' 
through the concrete floor. It is 
not affected by alkali or moisture 
that is always present in concrete 
which is in direct contact with 
the ground, and asphalt tile 'is 
the only smooth-surfaced resilient 
flooring recommended for such'in- 
stallations. 
• 


Moisture Condensation 


Even after water , is excluded 


from a basement by waterproof-^ 
ing, varying quantities of mois-fc>! 
ture will appear on hot humid 
days. This is caused by the mois- 
ture in the air condensing on cool 
surfaces. Since the basement- is 
usually quite cool on hot days; this 
trouble can become acute. Var- 
ious chemicals and mechanical de- 
vices are available which will ab- 
sorb excess moisture from the air 
and, by thus removing it, prevent 
condensation. A container of such 
a chemical or a mechanical de-dj 
humidfying device placed in an 
out-of-the-way corner of the base- 
ment will effect a prompt remedy. 


Paint Furniture 


It is easier, to paint furniture 


after all metal hardware has been 
removed. Difficult parts (should be 
painted first, leaving the top, ex- 
posed surf aces'until last. A smallfc 
brush should be used to achieve a 
thin, even coat over the entire 
surface.

U.S. EIGHTH ARMY HEAD- 


QUARTERS, Korea, (AP)—Com- 
munist forces today continued to 
bolster frontline positions but 
there were no indications an at- 
tack was imminent 


An Eighth army spokesman said 


that "all along the .front the 
enemy now has probably as much 
as he had for the April 22 offen- 
sive." 


•United Nations patrols stabbed 


close to the main Red lines and 
met blistering attacks. Several 
withdrew. There were many short, 
sharp clashes, especially on the 
central front and eastward. 


Increased Communist frontline 


strength appeared to be no more 
than bolstering of defenses. U. N. 
air observers have spotted no sig- 
nificant movement of Red troops 
of supplies behind the front. 


Rain . hampered air operations 


but medium and light bombers at- 
tacked North Korean targets using 
radar to sight through the clouds. 


There was no ground contact 


Friday around the neutral zone of 
Kaesong but patrols sighted Red 
forces building new defenses. 


There were two small clases 


west of Chorwon, western anchor 
of the onetime Communist "Iron 
Triangle'" buildup area. 


United Nations patrols moved 


about the former assembly area 
without contact and returned to 
their own lines without menacing 
the Red-held city of Pyongyang, 
northern tip of the triangle. 


East of the triangle, sharp close- 


up actions were frequent and bit- 
ter.

Three Killed, 100 Injured in 
Minnesota, Dakota Wind Storm

Violent 
thunderstorms, , w i t'h 


gale-like winds of 100. miles an 
hour, killed three persons, injured 
nearly-100 and caused heavy prop 
crty and crop'damage in Central 
Minnesota and Eastern South'Da- 
kota 'last .night. ' ' 


The deaths occurred In the Twin 


Cities ' area 
of 
Minncapolis-St. 


Paul. At least 70 persons. were 
treated at the Minneapolis General 
hospital for injuries attributed to 
the storm. 


Nearly two' inches of rain hit the 


storm belt. Trees toppled, power 
lines were cut, blacking out large 
areas. Lightning bolts set several 
small fires. Scores of automobiles 
were crushed by falling trees. 
Traffic was at a virtual standstill 
during the storm. 


An unidentified man and woman 


were killed when the roof of a food 
store in St Anthony, a Minneapo- 
lis suburb, collapsed. They were 
buried in the tons of debris. The 
store was crowded with shoppers. 


Terrence Malm, 4-months-old, 


asleep in his crib, was killed when 
a chimney on the family home 
toppled, pierced 
the 
roof 
and 


covered the crib with bricks. 


Among the injured in Minneapo- 


lis were about 20 of the 700 per- 
sons a.t a revival meeting in a tent 


which was blown down by th« 
strong winds.

Nehru Acts Mighty War-Like for 


Vaunted 'Man of Peace' 


Prime Minister Liaquat Ali Khan of Pakistan complains 


that India is massing troops on his country's border. 


India's Prime Minister Nehru acknowledges the troop 


movements, but says they are for defense. He charges Pakis- 
tan with "organized preparations for raids and sabotage in 


* Indian territory." 


Dispatches from New Delhi disclose that the major part 


of India's 400,000-man army has been arrayed along the fron- 
tier or in other danger zones like Kashmir. Nehru insists 
India has no intention of attacking Pakistan, though this 
force seems a little large for combatting mere "raids and 
sabotage."

Americans thousands of miles from the scene are not 


qualified to judge who is really threatening whom. But they 
are not; barred from passing moral judgment on the general 
India-Pakistan dispute.

That dispute has centered for a long time on the inde- 


pendent princely state of Kashmir, which both nations wish 
to absorb. 
United Nations mediators have recommended that a 


plebiscite be held to allow the people of Kashmir to vote on 
where they shall place their allegiance. Pakistan accepts this 
plan, but India does not. Furthermore, India has put its 
troops into Kashmir to keep command of the situation, and 
Indian leaders say they will never allow Kashmir to get out 
of their hands. 


No one can be positive which way the mixed Hindu and 


Moslem population of that state would lean. It might well 
favor India. But it is just and proper that the issue be set- 
tled by a peaceful vote, not by force. The presence of Indian 
troops there, plus India's persistent refusal to consider a

'ebiscite, amounts to violation of the letter and spirit of the 
nited Nations charter. • • • 


Last winter Nehru projected himself forward as leader 


in an effort to mediate the Korean war. At that time, he and 
his UN spokesman, Sir Bengal Rau, uttered many bitter 
words about the West's "stubborn reluctance" to permit me- 
diation. He ignored the fact that fiis proposed settlement 
terms amounted to rewarding •Communist aggression.

All through that period, the Kashmir controversy still 


raged, and India adamantly refused to accept any solution 
but its own. The attitude at New Delhi obviously has not 
altered one whit. 


The Indian view seems to be that mediation is for the 


other fellow. Nehru wants the UN charter to apply to every- 
one but him. 


In the light of India's record, men of character in the 


free world'can have scant sympathy for Nehru's pretensions 
as a "man of peace." And they would have little patience with 
any action that would lead to an outbreak of war between 
India and Pakistan. 


Hypocrisy is a harsh word but it pretty well describes 


India's behavior. World peace can never be promoted by 
men who think that the principle of just settlement of dis- 
putes should guide All the world but the part they govern.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Follow Rules and Enjoy Game 


"The other night," relates a dis- 


tressed Canasta player of Topeka, 
Kansas, "I made a canasta with 
six -queens and one wild card. 
The next time around the player 
at my right discarded a queen. 
The pack was not frozen, so I 
tried to pick it up. putting the 
queen on my canasta. Much to 
my surprise, this started quite an 
argument. 


"My opponents said I could not 


take the queen since I already 
had a canasta of queens. I said 
that I could take the queen ac- 
cording to the official rules. They 
agreed on that point, but said 
that we were not following the 
official rules. We asked our hos- 
tess which rules were to be played 
in her home, but she didn't want 
to decide. She said we could toss 
a com .if we liked, but that she 
found it more fun to listen to an 
argument than to get into it. 


"What is the correct answer to 


our problem? 
Also, how should 


such matters be settled?" 


These are difficult questions to 


answer. 
Since 
several 
readers 


have sent me this type of ques- 
tion, however, I'd better answer 
them to, the best of my ability. 


To begin with, many people like 


to make up new rules for Canas- 
ta. 
Some of those rules "rules" 


make sense, and some of them 
don't; but that's not the impor- 
tant point.

The official rule in this situation

Twenty or 25 years ago one 


disease of the nervous system 
known as multiple sclerosis was 
so uncommon as to be considered 
almost a medical curiosity in the 
United States — though not In 
other places such as England and 
Germany. 


It must be said with regret that 


this is no longer true, and mul- 
tiple sclerosis, while not a "com- 
mon" disease, is no longer rare. 
Why this change has occurred is 
not known; if it were we might 
have a vital clue to the cause and 
what to do about it. 


An accepted identification of the 


cause—and methods of prevention 
and treatment—are what is need- 
ed. It is known that the disease 
attacks small and often distant 
parts of the central nervous sys- 
tem, the spinal cord and brain 
stem particularly, and that the 
symptoms depend on what par- 
ticular area is affected. 


This latter point means that the 


signs of the disease tend to vary 
from person to person. Indeed 
when I mentioned some of the 
more common symptoms on a 
previous occasion a number of 
people jumped to the conclusion 
that that was what was wrong 
with them. 


This is a dangerous practice 


since the diagnosis can only be 
made by an expert and many peo- 
ple can have the same symptoms 
from wholly different causes.

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Will Governor Dewey's Far East Trip. Start Political Tongues Wagging? 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—New York Gov. Thomas 


E. Dewey's trip to the Far East was made at the sug- 
gestion of Ambassador John Foster Dulles, who has been 
chief negotiator of the Japanese peace treaty. 


Originally, Governor Dcwey had planned to go to 


Europe. 
Ambassador Dulles, who was Dewey's prin- 


cipal foreign policy adviser in his races for the presi- 
dency, reminded the governor that he had been to Eu- 
rope two years ago, but had never visited the Pacific. 


Since the Far East is to be an important area, Mr. 


Dulles thought Governor Dcwcy should become better 
acquainted with its problems, firsthand. 


Ambassador Dulles arranged the trip and made ap- 


pointments with many of the people Governor Dewey is 
to sec in Japan, Formosa, Hong Kong, Indo-China, In- 
donesia, Singapore, Australia, and New Zealand. 


Too Many Men 


U. S. Air Force is having a tough time trying to 


figure why it needs so many men, and what they all do. 
When the Air Force had 48 groups, it had 411,000 men. 
Doubling the size of the Air Force was expected to call 
for only twice as many men. But the personnel esti- 
mates for the 95 group Air Force now being built up 
call for over 1,000,000 men. 


The brass can't understand it. Orders have been 


given by Chief of Staff Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg to cut 
personnel and budget manpower on an Inadequate basis, 
if necessary, to get the numbers down.

cated they will-enter engineering schools this fall. As- 
suming the customary drop-outs and failures, this will 
nowhere near supply demand for engineers four years 
hence.

Hang It All! 


Watch the.way you hang your 


clothes and you will save their 
shape and make the job of ironing 
easier for yourself. 


Shake the clothes well before 


hanging. Be sure to hang by the 
garments' strongest parts with 
weight distributed equally Over 
the line. There should be no ten- 
sion to pull cloth out of shape. 
Never hang any pieces by corners. 
Larger pieces are hung first, then 
smaller ones go into left-over 
space. Hang two or three hankies 
or napkins together, and pin hems, 
not corners.' 


It's smart to hang white cot- 


tons and linens in the sun to dry 
—you have the use of a natural 
bleach but colored cottons, linens 
—all silks, woolens, nylons and 
synthetics should dry in the shade. 


To keep the corners of sheets 


and tablecloths square fold them 
to hem and hand the hemmed 
edges over the line 8-12 inches. 
Clothespins should be fastened at 
one foot intervals. Fold pastels or 
prints 'sheets -or tablecloths in- 
side out 


Pillowcases go onto the line at 


the closed end, letting a few 
Inches extend over the line. Towels 
stay a single thickness and ex- 
tend one-third over the line. 


Hang shirts by the tail, white 


shirts right side out, others are 
best turned wrong side. Hang 
dresses, blouses, jackets by the 
shoulders or on hangers. Sunback 
dresses'hang by the waist.

ironing. 


Skirts should have .their plac- 


kets closed and • be hung from 
waistband; smooth belt and pleats 
a little. Shorts and trousers are 
treated this same way. 


Cotton slips and nightgowns 


are pinned to the line where 
straps are sewed on. Rayon, nylon 
and slik lingerie should have 
weight evenly distributed. It is 
best not to use clothespins.

DENVER—(AP)—The adminis- 


tration of the "wrong drug" by 
error was blamed today for the 
death of a 23-year-old Denver 
woman after she gave birth to her 
third child. 


Dr. James P. Dixon, manager 


of health and hospitals for the 
city, said Ursula Martinez died 
June 15, after giving birth to a 
daughter. 


"By error, a wrong drug was 


administered to Mrs. Martinez for 
the production of anaesthesia dur- 
ing the course of her delivery," Dr. 
Dixon said. 


"The error was immediately dis- 


covered and all measures 
were 


taken to remedy the act." 


Name Doctor 


A crooner's report named Bruce 


M. Porter, a resident physician at 
Denver General hospital, as the 
doctor who administered the drug. 
Dr. Dixon said Dr. Porter was 
doing postgraduate work after re- 
ceiving his M.D. degree. 


Dr. Porter has been cleared of 


any charges of criminal negli- 


ence, Dr. Dixon reported, because 
nvestigation showed that the ad- 
ministration of the drug was "in 
ffect, an accidental misadminis- 
ration, of medication." 
A coroner's jury report filed by 


iVilliam J. R. Thornburg, deputy 
oroner, reported that Mrs. Mar- 
inez died "from a severe swelling 
f the brain and spinal cord," and 
ontinued: 
"We further-find that the se- 


vere swelling was a result of an 
accidental injection of salyrgeri 
nto the spinal cord of Mrs. Mar- 
inez." 


Inherent Hazard 


"It is an unfortunate tragedy 


which could have happened in 
any hospital," Dr. Dixon said. 
'And it is an undesirable reflec- 
:ion on Denver General hospital 
and the medical profession, but it 
s one of those things that is an 
nherent hazard in the profession." 


He explained that the drug is 


ised to' stimulate kidney functions 
ind usually is injected into the 
muscles and the blood stream. 


"Salyrgren is packaged in an 


ampule that is essentially the 
same size, shape and color as the 
usual anaesthetic nupercainal, 
used for such cases," Dr. Dixon 
said. 


Kept in Same Jar 


"In reconstructing the accident, 


t appears that ampules of both 
types were in th medication jar 
where they are kept sterile until 
used. Although markings are dif- 
ferent on both ampules, the doc- 
tor administering the drug to Mrs. 
Martinez selected the "wrong one." 


Dr. Dixon said Mrs. Martinez 


died about three hours after the 
drug was injected. 


The child suffered no ill effects 


and is being cared for by her 
grandmother. The two surviving 
children are four and 30 months 
old.
